Captain Slaughter took the witness 
chair about 9:50 o’clock.

The captain's statement was as follows:

I have been on the po- 
lice force eleven years. I have been super- 
numerary, patrolman, sergeant, and: captain 
of detectives.

Music Teachers Meet. 

When Mrs. E. H. Thornton called to 
order yesterday the meeting at which the 
Atlanta Concert Association and the mu- 
sic teachers of Atlanta were to discuss 
plans for the Southern Musica Teachers’ 
Convention in Atlanta next Tuesday, 
there was present a@ large representation 
of prominent music teachers and people 
interested in the musical deveSopment of 
the city. ; 

The committees appointed last Wednes- 
day to secure the attendance and co- 
operation of those teachers who did not 
attend the last meeing reported a num- 
ber of new names. 

Mrs. Thornton announced that the en- 
tire programme for the convention is now 
complete, and that this programme, most 
distinguished in its participants and most 
satisfactory in its arrangements, is the 
result of the splendid work of Mrs. W, 
L. Peel, vice president of the concert or- 
ganization, who has secured, in many 
cases with some difficulty, the engage- 
ments with the eminent musicians to be 
heard in illustrated lectures and in pure- 
ly musical recitals. 

Mrs. Peel, in response, stated that in 
the coming convention, when she would 
urge the formation<of state and southern 
organizations, her object would be to 
help, not only the music teachers who 
will be present, but in @ large part of 
the city of Atlanta, for it is her desire 
that the southern music teachers meet 
every year in the Gate City to which 
“all roads lead.’’ With this idea in 
view, if the teachers of Atlanta will give 
their assistance in the reception and wel- 
come of the delegates, so that the social 
side of the convention may be made at- 
tractive as will be the musical festival 
the southern teachers will look to At- 
lanta as the appropriate and most allur- 
ing place of annual assembly. 

Mr. W. Woods White gave expression 
to similar appreciation of the necessity 
for the co-operation of the teachers, and 
emphasized the power of organized effort 
among musicians. He declared too, that 
the accomplishment of the plans which 
will be placed before the convention for 
the formation of a musigal circuit meant 
that the best music in the world could 
be heard in Atlanta, and not only here, 
but in many places throughout the south; 
and that we should be given the privilege 
of a dozen or more magnificent concerts, 
where we have now perhaps enly four 
or five. Some discussion arose as to the 
subjects which will be given especial at- 
tention during the convention, some of 
the members of the meeting urging that 
the formation of a southern association 
Would antagonize the national association, 
Which is open to the membership of the 
southern states, and is an organization 
which should not be opposed. In answer 
to this objection, the statement was made 
that the national association has, on for- 
mer occasion when a southern organiza- 
tion was proposed, signified that no ob- 
jection would be, made. 

The question was also raised as to 
whether a Georgia state association can 
be formed when the members of the con- 
vention will be some of them from other 
States. This was explained by the state- 
ment that the delegates will be urged to 
@stablish, each in his own state, an as- 
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sociation, and that a temporary organiza- 
tion would only be effected for Georgia 
next week. 

Before the permanent organization of 
the convention, Mr. Gilmore Ward Bry- 
ant, president of the North:Carolina Mu- 
sic Teachers’ Association, will deliver a 
brief address on the subject, giving his 
experfence and valuable suggestions. 

Mr. MacLean proposed that a committee 
of three ba appointed to assume control 
of the temporary organization on Tuesday 
morning, and in accordance with this mo- 
tion, at the suggestion of Mrs. Peel, the 
committee was made to consist of Mr.

Mr. Thornton requested that all those 
present at the meeting convene 
Young Men's Christian Association on 
Tuesday morning at 9:30 to receive badges 
and be ready to welcome the convention 
guests. 

Miss MacGregor suggested that all the 
music’ teachers adjourn their classes for 
the two days of the convention in order 
that the delegates may be suitably enter- 
tained. This idea was approved and it is 
probable that many of the teachers will 
act accordingly.
